guards who went to sleep on duty 
around the tomb excused themselves 
by saying th** disciples stole bis boily 
awny while they slept. 
Explainers 
have risen and fallen as the ages have 
come and gone and the Reefier the 
explainers have gone Into the matter, 
the more apparent has become the 
fact. 
The simple Gospel narratives 
gave enough of the physical details 
of the eveut to make it convincing; 
the fact that the disciples themselves 
did not expect the resurrection and

It is exactly 6Z4 years *in»x? the 
Turk drove **ut the Christians and took 
possession of Jerusalem,, after It had 
been taken by Frederick- LI. March 17, 
122?*, who crowned himself king of the 
Latin kingdom, in imitation of that 
earlier king of J«*nrsHl«Mu, Godfrey of 
Bouillon (1099). 
Land of Pilgrimage. 
Palestine had been assigned to the 
Emperor *»f I Ii** Ka-I in .10T» A. I>„ and 
was nominally Christian at that time, 
when pilgrimage to tin* Holy Laud be­ 
came almost a clift, and tile finding of 
relics became a regular pursuit in all 
the places identified with the life of 
Jesus. 
Tliis vfis the period that might al­ 
most be termed the Christianizing of 
Palestine, for Christianity had devel­ 
oped far more vigorously at Rome and 
In other parts of the Roman empire 
than in the Holy Land itself, up to this 
time. 
Constantine had made it the 
state religion ami Helena had found 
the “True Cross,” so that there was a 
great stirring of interest throughout 
the land. 
Many fine churches were 
built, and Justinian erected the Golden 
Gate und part of a great church, now 
the El Aksa mosque (527-565). 
Christians Persecuted. 
It was In 614 that Chosroes ll, king 
of Persia, mude his great inroad, per­ 
secuting the Christians wherever he 
found them, especially in what is now 
Armenia, and 
capturing 
Jerusalem. 
The Emperor Heraclius managed to 
regain control (629), but he had to 
yield before the might of th** Caliph 
Omar (617), who erected many great 
structures, 
especially 
the 
mosque 
called after him, upon the great roek 
which had been the site of the temple 
of Solomon. 


F o r more than 400 years the Mo­ 
hammedans held sway, until as a re­ 
sult o f the Crusades Godfrey o f Bou­ 
illon took possession FU 1099. 
The 
Christian p o w e rs could not. however, 
hold p o sse ssio n , for they were always 
fighting among 
themselves, and so 
Paladin, the mighty leader of the Mos­

rest.

No o th er city in the world, 
unless it be one of the great A m eri-; 
can centers, is so thoroughly cos-| 
mopolitan. 
Greeks, Mongols, Turks,) 
Slavs, Teutons, Italians 
and 
E u ro -1 
peans mingle and each understands 
the language of the other. 
T he m ar­ 
ket place is a babel of tongues. 
The 
lowliest 
street 
peddler 
speaks 
at 
least four languages. 
But these diverse races associate 
together only for business purposes. | 
In their religious beliefs, aspirations 
and sentim ents a great gulf separates 
them . 
Each has a different 
ideal 
and a distinct viewpoint of life. 
In 
Macedonia all religions are tolerated. 
Saloniki, or Thessalonica, as it was 
•ailed in early times, is said to have 
been the door by which C hristianity 
entered Europe. 
Indeed, devout res­ 
idents relate with pride that it was 
here the Apostle Paul, after having 
evangelised Syria and 
Asia Minor, 
cam e to preach the gospel to the un­ 
believers of Macedonia. 
The m oney-changer has been a fix­ 
ture in Saloniki from time im m e­ 
morial. 
During the w ar he reaped 
a rich harvest on 
the 
fluctuating 
value of the currency of tile w ar-af­ 
fected countries. 
The American dol­ 
lar was the only currency that he 
could not buy at a profit. 
It resisted 
all the vicissitudes and varying for­ 
tunes of the war and held steadily at 
IOO cents when all the oth er money 
of the world was iluctuating. 
Saloniki is essentially 
a 
Jew ish 
city, for th ere are more than 100,000 
Jew s who m ake their hom es here. 
They control the bulk of the business. 
About SO percent of them are Span­ 
ish Hebrews whose ancestors w ere 
driven from Spain by F erdinand and 
Isabella in the fifteenth century. To 
indicate the wide diversity of o th er 
races, however, it is sufficient only 
to sa> that there 
are 
five 
Greek 
newspapers, 
seven 
Spanish-Hebrew, 
four French, th ree Serbian, one T u rk ­ 
ish and one English. 
T he lone E ng­ 
lish new spaper is published by the 
British Army for the use of its men 
in tile Levant. 
lf the Apostle Paul could come to 
Saloniki today, he 
probably 
would 
preach to the Thessalonians a gospel 
of cleanliness as well as of piety, for 
dirt se**ins to be an Inseparable pait 
of the city and of the people. Hy­

learned, are wofully prim itive. D ur­ 
ing the allte«l occupation thousands of 
British.

BEGINS HOLY WEEK 


For Many Centuries Palm Sunday 
Has Been Day of Peculiar 


Significance.

ALM 
SUNDAY 
is 
the 
name 
usually given to the sixth and 
last Sunday In Lent and the 
beginning of holy week, aftei 
the custom of blessing branches of 
the palm tree or of other trees substi­ 
tuted in those countries In which the 
palm cannot be procured, and of carry­ 
ing the blessed branches in proces­ 
sion. In commemoration of Christ's 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem. 
Palms and branches of the palm 
were used in this historic entry be­ 
cause the palm was then regarded as 
un emblem of victory and the carrying 
and waving of its branches was em­ 
blematic of success and in honor of 
royalty. 
The date of the first observance of 
Palm 
Sunday 
Is 
uncertain. 
In 
the 
Greek church it was apparently ob­ 
served as early as the fourth century. 
In the middle ages the palm, worn 
as a decoration, denoted that the per­ 
son so adorned had made the pil­ 
grimage to the Holy Iaind. 
In some countries people made use 
of figures of Christ seated on an ass, 
carved out of wood, which were car­ 
ried in religious processions and even 
brought into the church. 
In other 
countries it was the custom to strew 
dowers and green boughs in church 
yards. 
The palms used in the procession of 
the day are taken home by the faith­ 
ful and used as a sacramental. 
They 
are preserved in prominent places In 
the houses, barns or even in the fields, 
and thrown into the fire during storms. 
From the blessed palms are procured 
the ashes for us* on Ash Wednesday. 
Where 
palms 
cannot be secured 
branches of olive, box elder, spruce or 
other trees are used. 
In Rome olive 
branches are distributed to the peo­ 
ple, while the clergy carry palms fre­ 
quently dried and twisted into various 
shapes. 
In parts of Bavaria large 
swamp willows, with their catkins, 
and ornamented with flow’crs and rib­ 
bons, were used. 
Because every great feast a t this 
time was in some way a remembrance 
of the resurrection of Christ and was 
In 
consequence 
called 
Paseha, 
the 
Spanish term paseua florida had its 
origin. 
Thus it w as that In 1512 the 
state of Florida, which was settled by 
the Spaniards, indirectly received its 
name.
